He was also found 
not guilty of attempting 
to murder a friend of 
Mr Sutton, Kyle 
Harris. 

Mr Justice Wynn 
Williams said he had 
seen no sign of remorse. 

The court heard that 
Mr Sutton and Mr 
Harris called at 
Worvell’s house on the 
night of June 26, believ¬ 
ing a party was going 
on. Worvell was sitting 
in his bath listening to 
music. 

Prosecutor Greg 
Taylor QC said he went 
downstairs wearing 
only a towel and opened 
the door. 

As the two men came 
inside, Worvell, who 
armed himself with a 
six-inch knife, stabbed 
Mr Sutton in the neck 
and chest. 

“It was one of those 
wounds that probably 
played a major factor in 
Mr Sutton’s death,” 
said the Judge. 

The Judge said that 
what was certain was 
that after two stabs, 
Sutton was in no sort of 
aggressive state. 

The Judge said the 
victim moved into the 
house, was followed and 
stabbed on further 
occasions. 

He pointed out that 
Mr Harris was not an 
aggressor, and tried to 
help his friend. 

Worvell reacted by 
stabbing him.

THREE JAILED 
AFTER ASSAULT 

LESS than 48 hours after an assault on a 
26-year-old man in Maesteg, three people 
have been jailed and one remains on bail, 
South Wales Police reported this week. 

The incident happened shortly before 11pm on 
May 22 when four men entered a house on Trehame 
Road, Maesteg and assaulted the victim. 

Three men, Jordan Ackerman, 18, from Caerau; 
Nathan Lewis, 19, from Maesteg and Ashley Harris, 
21 also from Maesteg have received sentences in a 
young offenders’ institute. A fourth man, aged 18, 
from Caerau has been released on bail.

THE Bridgend MP, 
Madeleine Moon, 
has joined a group 
of patients diag¬ 
nosed who have 
been diagnosed with 
a rare kidney condi¬ 
tion, to support 
their campaign for 
access to a new drug 
that would trans¬ 
form their lives. 

They were in 
Westminster to present a 
petition to MPs recently. 

“Patients diagnosed 
with atypical hemolytic 
uremic syndrome 

(aHUS) are campaigning 
to get access to a new 
drug called Eculizumab, 
which is highly effective 
in treating the disease 
and allows patients to 
enjoy a near normal qual¬ 
ity of life,” she 
explained. 

“aHUS is caused by a 
rare genetic mutation and 
the rate of kidney failure 
is high. Transplants have 
a low success rate, as the 
disease can reoccur. 
Patients are left facing 
years of dialysis. 

“I was delighted to 
meet the group of aHUS 
patients, including a rep¬ 
resentative from Wales 
who described how there 
is a cluster of cases in the

Their 
stories were heart-break¬ 
ing; they are being 
denied an effective treat¬ 
ment that would trans¬ 
form their lives in what 
largely seems to be a 
short-sighted attempt to 
save money. 

“Eculizumab means 
patients no longer have 
to undergo hours of dial¬ 
ysis or plasma exchange 
and can get on with their 
lives. Making it available 
to this small group of 
patients would save 
money in the longer 
term. 

“I raised this issue in 
the House of Commons 
on May 13, and along 
with other MPs, I have 
written to Ministers. The 
decision to refer the drug 
has left patients deeply 
frustrated and has 
delayed a submission for 
approval in Wales. 

“Some interim 

arrangements have been 
put in place that helps 
some patients, but not all. 
It is time to make this 
drug available to every¬ 
one who needs it and end 
the suffering,” the MP 
insisted.

I T’S currently 
Foster Care 
Fortnight, and 
GEM readers may 
have seen our fos¬ 
tering team and 
local foster carers 
doing a great job of 
raising awareness 
at Tesco Extra. 

With the continual 
increase of young people 
entering the care system, 
and 13 per cent of foster 
carers retiring or leaving 
the profession each year, 
it’s becoming increasing¬ 
ly difficult to find suit¬ 
able foster carers for all 
the vulnerable young 
people in need of care. 

Here in Bridgend 
county borough we cur¬ 
rently have 381 children 
in care. With the num¬ 
ber of looked-after chil¬ 
dren in the UK continu¬ 
ing to rise for the sixth 
consecutive year, the 
council recorded an 
eight per cent increase of 
children in care last year 
alone. 

We have a particular 
shortage of foster carers 
who can look after 
teenagers and sibling 
groups of all ages, so we 
really need to get more 
people into fostering to 
make sure that these 
wonderful young people 
are all placed with the 


right carer for them in 
the first instance, giving 
them the stability they 
need to be able to grow 
towards their full poten¬ 
tial. 

Our foster carers all 
do a magnificent job of 
looking after the vulner¬ 
able children in the 
county borough and I’d 
like to reiterate just how 
grateful we are at the 
council for the valuable 
commitment and huge 
contribution they make 
to transform the lives of 
our foster children. 

Remember, foster car¬ 
ers can come from all 
walks of life, with 
potential carers consid¬ 
ered regardless of their 
age, gender, relationship 
status, sexual orientation 
or if they own their own 
home. 

If any of your readers 
think they could provide 
a loving home for a 
young person and have 
any questions about 
becoming a foster carer, 
the council’s fostering 
team are always happy 
to give guidance and 
support.

The real victims of 
the *bedroom tax ' 


E very day, 
people are 
suffering as a 
result of the UK 
Government’s dis¬ 
mantling of the wel¬ 
fare state. 

This cabinet of mil¬ 
lionaires has chosen to 
target those people who 
are least able to fight 
back. 

Those most affected 
by changes to welfare 
payments are not the 
scroungers portrayed by 
the Murdoch press. The 
people who are losing 
money are the terminally 
ill, children, workers on 
low wages, the learning 
disabled and those at a 
crisis point as a result of 
homelessness or domes¬ 
tic abuse. 

Research commis¬ 
sioned by the Financial 
Times has shown that in 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
alone, 3,300 households 
will be affected by the 
‘bedroom tax’, leading 
to increased risk of 
homelessness and debt. 


A further 16,000 fam¬ 
ilies in the Vale will lose 
some child benefit, and 
8,500 will lose tax cred¬ 
its. 

Some will be affected 
by more than one of 
these changes, and by 
others such as the aboli¬ 
tion of Disability Living 
Allowance. 

If you are one of these 
people, you may be 
interested to know that 
the Vale MP is a strong 
supporter of Mr Duncan 
Smith’s reforms, having 
voted with the govern¬ 
ment at every stage of 
the passage of the wel¬ 
fare reform legislation, 
but he remains silent 
about the impact on con¬ 
stituents he is supposed 
to represent. 

These include people 
who have to choose 
between heating and eat¬ 
ing, and those who have 
to queue for food parcels 
to feed hungry children 
and babies.

of land at Tynyplancau, 
Hensol, to enable them 
to develop the land as 
training pitches, profes¬ 
sional squad and acade¬ 
my buildings”. 

Cabinet members 
were told that the club 
has been looking at var¬ 
ious sites in Cardiff and 
the Vale for a number of 
months and, following a 
short-listing of sites and 
confirmation of promo¬ 
tion to the Premier 
League, have concluded 
that the preferred option 
is to locate training 
facilities at the council- 
owned site at 
Tynyplancau, Hensol. 

The training facilities 
will need to be designed 
and constructed to the 
required Football 
Association Premier 
League standards. 

The Bluebirds will be 
looking to construct a 
number of training 
pitches for both the pro¬ 
fessional and academy 
squads and provide 
accommodation for 
ancillary uses including 
sports rehabilitation, 
sports medicine, recov¬ 
ery and physiotherapy. 

The report noted: “In 
this regard, there are 
obvious synergies with 
the facilities on offer at 
the neighbouring Vale 
resort, which has a 
range of leisure, fitness 
and sport related facili¬ 
ties on offer”. 

Plaid Cymru council¬ 
lor Ian Johnson told The

must be welcomed. 

“However there will 
be a number of issues 
that will have to be 
ironed out before plan¬ 
ning permission can be 
given.

Coun Johnson said he 
thought the length of the 
lease was a surprise.

ers. 

“The final contract 
must get a good deal for 
the Vale of Glamorgan, 
local residents and 
Cardiff City.”

Diabetes handbook 


IT is estimated that 
as many as 40 per 
cent of people in 
residential care 
have diabetes - and 
this group of peo¬ 
ple, and the people 
providing their 
care, face particu¬ 
lar difficulties. 

Residential care 
homes, through no fault 
of their own, are under¬ 
funded, have high staff 


turnovers and have very 
little access to the train¬ 
ing needed to manage 
diabetes. 

The result of this is 
that if someone has a 
low or high blood sugar, 
very often the carer’s 
first reaction is to call 
999, which results in an 
unnecessary hospital 
admission. 

The Independent 
Diabetes Trust charity 
has introduced a 


Passport for Diabetes in 
Care settings, which tells 
carers what to do if 
problems arise.

AFTER months of 
heated debate, it 
looks as if the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital in 

Bridgend will not 
be down-graded. 

The five health boards 
that make up the south 
Wales area are to launch 
another round of consul¬ 
tation, but they have 
announced that the pre¬ 
ferred option is ‘option 
three’ - which makes 
Bridgend a regional cen¬ 
tre. 

Dr Graham Shortland, 
medical director of 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health 
Board, said: “We cannot 
continue to provide con¬ 
sultant-led maternity 
and neonatal care, inpa¬ 
tient children’s services 
and emergency medicine 
(A&E) for the most seri¬ 
ously-injured and sick¬ 
est patients in all hospi¬ 
tals - we are not provid¬ 
ing the highest quality 
care for patients all the 
time and our doctors are 
spread too thinly. 

“Concentrating these 
services in fewer hospi¬ 
tals in south Wales will 
mean that patients with 
life-threatening injuries 
and illnesses will get 
faster access to senior 
clinicians when they 
come to hospital, which 
will mean they get faster 
treatment and get better 
more quickly. 

“The changes will 
help improve the stan-

Board and the lead chief 
executive for the South 
Wales Programme, said: 
“Whatever the outcome 
of the South Wales 
Programme, all our hos¬ 
pitals have a vital role to 
play in the future of 
healthcare for people in 
South Wales and South 
Powys. 

“No hospitals will be 
‘downgraded’ as a result 
of this process; no A&E 
departments will be 
closed - the majority of 
patients will continue to 
get their care from their 
local hospital, exactly as 
they do now.” 

He argued that the 
time it took an ambu¬ 
lance toi get to the hos¬ 
pital was less critical 
than the quality of care 
available on arrival. 

He said: ““It is only 
the small number of 
patients who are serious¬ 
ly injured or ill who will 
have their care provided 
at a different hospital. 
Lor these patients, trav¬ 
elling a little further - in 
an emergency ambu¬ 
lance with highly-skilled 
paramedics - will mean 
they get better care, 
which will hopefully 
increase their chances of 
surviving their illness or 
injury. 

“If these patients need 
ongoing care, we are 
committed to getting 
them to their local hospi¬ 
tal closer to home as 
soon as clinically appro¬ 
priate.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “I welcome the 
news that the proposals 
recommend the Princess 
of Wales Hospital 
become a regional cen¬ 
tre. 

“I’ve been contacted 
by many residents over 
recent months who are 
rightly concerned about 
how such essential care

u Lock them up and 
throw the key away” 
is a familiar view¬ 
point when talking 
about those who for 
various reasons fail 
to live within the 
law. 

Not so Mrs Janet 
Wallsgrove, who has 
been director of the 
UK’s second largest 
prison since 2007 and is 
responsible for 1,474 
Category B adult male 
prisoners, juveniles and 
young offenders who are 
all ‘guests of her 
Majesty’ in Bridgend. 

HMP Parc opened in 
1997 and is Wales’s 
largest prison, followed 
by Cardiff (opened in 
1832), Precoed/Usk 
(1939), and Swansea 
(1861) but surprisingly 
there is no women’s 
prison in Wales. 

Mrs Wallsgrove, who 
is married with two chil¬ 
dren, intrigued members 
of Porthcawl U3A with 
her talk on the key chal¬ 
lenges she and her 660 
staff face every day to 
keep Parc the most 
advanced and complex 
prison in the country. 

The first to be built in 
the UK under the 
Government’s Private 
Linance Initiative, and 
the only one in Wales, it 
is managed and operated 
by the security company 
G4S on a 25-year con¬ 
tract under Home Office 
inspection and supervi¬ 
sion. 

Designed with swipe 
cards, PIN telephones 
and personalised voice 
identification equipment, 
with computer surveil¬ 
lance, it greatly increas¬ 
es the internal standards 
and external security. 

No anti-social behav¬ 
iour is tolerated at Parc, 
and the daily routine 
starts at 7.30am with 
work from 8.15 until 
12.30 and from 2pm 
until the 5.30pm evening 
meal; 7pm is ‘lock up’ 
for most and a 50 hour 
week maximum earning 
capacity is just over £20. 

The current age of 
Parc inmates ranges 


from 15 to 87 and many 
are damaged or difficult 
people with physical or 
mental health problems 

- and some are even sec¬ 
ond generation who have 
never had a job. 

Unfortunately, south 
Wales has the highest 
alcohol and domestic 
violence record in the 
UK and helping all indi¬ 
viduals not to re-offend 
after release is para¬ 
mount. 

A ‘personal stay plan’ 
is made for every inmate 
and concentrates on edu¬ 
cation and practical 
training from a wide 
range of subjects which 
include English, maths, 
IT, music, languages, art 
and animal care. 

A range of vocational 
courses up to Open 
University are encour¬ 
aged, and there is a 
training complex of nine 
workshops for carpentry, 
metalwork, graphic 
design and manufactur¬ 
ing. 

One visiting employer 
congratulated Mrs. 
Wallsgrove on her 
“staff’s professionalism” 

- only to be told they 
were prisoners! 

She described being 
the director as an inter¬ 
esting and satisfying 
journey, particularly 
when people leave with 
qualifications and aspira¬ 
tions for a better life. 

For those requiring 
more care, the invisible 
Walls project, which 
includes a partnership 
with families, is a great 
success 

HMP Parc is a diffi¬ 
cult and complex society 
in which to work and 
when phase 2 is com¬ 
pleted a further 387 pris¬ 
oners will be accommo¬ 
dated, but it has won 
many awards and 
obtained top grade Level 
4 status for its perform¬ 
ance and innovation. 

This is not surprising 
when Janet Wallsgrove 
outlines the commitment 
and dedication given by 
all who work there.

LOCAL residents 
will, hopefully, be 
aware of plans to 
reorganise and 
downgrade key 
health services - 
A&E, neonatal, 
obstetrics and paedi¬ 
atrics. 

The proposals are 
currently being put to 
wider public consulta¬ 
tion as the ‘south Wales 
programme. ’ 

The consultation 
process has been 
launched by south 
Wales ’ local health 
boards and will recon¬ 
figure health service 
provision across the 
region. I cannot stress 
enough how important it 
is that local residents get 
involved in this discus¬ 
sion and make sure that 
their concerns are heard. 

Whilst there is a legit¬ 
imate political argument 
over whether any down¬ 
grading should be taking 
place at all, these pro¬ 
posals are now on the 
table and we must take 
our chance to influence 
the outcome, because 
these plans will repre¬ 
sent service provision 
for a generation or 
more. 

Whether you are a 
Vale resident - con¬ 
cerned that the future of 
the Princess of Wales 
A&E unit is up in the air 
- or from the Valleys and 
anxious about the fate of 
the Royal Glamorgan’s 
unit, the message is the 
same: have your say. 

In fact, this applies 
equally to everyone in 
south Wales, wherever 
you live. Reducing the 
number of centres offer¬ 
ing specialist treatment 
will place huge pressure 
on those who retain the 
service, could cause 
confusion and, ultimate¬ 
ly, lead to patients hav¬ 
ing to travel further to 
receive care. 

These proposals will 
radically change the 
provision of A&E and 
critical care in many 
communities. That’s why 
I have approached a 
number of local commu¬ 
nity and parish councils 
(as well as other volun¬ 
tary and community 
groups) to offer my 
assistance, and I look 
forward to taking for¬ 
ward the views of my 
constituents,. 

The Welsh 

Government has abjectly 
failed to commit to

Porthcawl RNLI 
volunteers receive 
gallantry awards 


TWO RNLI lifeboat crew 
members from Porthcawl were 
recently presented with the 
charity’s Bronze Gallantry 
Medal award for their part in a 
hazardous flood rescue last 
December. 

RNLI lifeboat assessor Paul 
Eastment and Cardiff PSCO Chris 
Missen were handed their medals at 
the charity’s annual awards in London 
for saving a woman from a flooded 
river in Umberleigh, Devon. 

Paul and Chris were called, along 
with Penarth RNLI volunteer Jason 
Dunlop, who are all members of the 
RNLI’s specialist flood rescue team, to 
assist RNLI volunteers in south west 
England after major flooding on 
December 23. 

It was the first time RNLI Gallantry 
Medals were awarded for a flood res¬ 
cue. 

Chris said: “Even though it’s an 
absolute honour for both Paul and 
myself to receive these awards, we 
couldn’t have done what we did that 
night without the help and support of 
everyone involved in the RNLI - from 
trainers to fundraiser, basically every¬ 
one who helps make the institution 
what it is, and helping us the volun¬ 
teers assist others.” 

The rescue took place in the early 
hours of December 23 at Umberleigh, 
where the river Taw had reached 3.5 
metres above its normal range. 


Mother-of-one Vanessa Glover had 
been swept from her car after it was 
forced off a road by powerful flood 
water, leaving her husband and seven- 
year-old son clinging to the car roof. 

She had managed to catch hold of a 
branch, but a rescue helicopter was 
over an hour away and initial rescue 
attempts were unsuccessful. With no 
other options available, the RNLI’s 
Flood Rescue Team was launched. 

The situation was inherently danger¬ 
ous: the team was unfamiliar with the 
area, it was dark, the flood waters were 
moving at 12 knots and carrying 
debris; with no signs of the rain stop¬ 
ping, the river continued to rise. 

Matt Crofts, RNLI Divisional 
Operations Manager and Flood Rescue 
Team Manager said: “This rescue took 
place in the most difficult conditions 
and its successful completion is testa¬ 
ment to the dedication and training of 
the team. 

“I am delighted that the team who 
risked their lives to complete this res¬ 
cue are being recognised for their brav¬ 
ery and selflessness; they acted in the 
finest traditions of the Lifeboat service 
and truly deserve this recognition.” 

Porthcawl RNLI volunteers have 
been awarded numerous RNLI 
Gallantry Medals over the years - 
helm Aileen Jones was the first woman 
in 116 years to be awarded an RNLI 
Bronze Medal for her part in rescue in 
2004.

Make good 
use of waste 
cooking oil

COOKING chips 
may not seem like 
an obvious way to 
make energy to 
brew your tea, but 
residents in 

Bridgend have been 
helping to power 
their homes, all by 
recycling their used 
cooking oil. 

By dropping off oil at 
collection points located 
at each of the county’s 
four civic amenity and 
household recycling 
sites, residents are help¬ 
ing to divert used cook¬ 
ing oil from drains. 

Currently, it costs UK 
water companies around 
£15 million each year to 
clear drains and sewers 
blocked by ‘fatbergs’, 
large masses of waste oil 
and grease that can only 
be broken down by hand. 

However, in a partner¬ 
ship between Bridgend 
Borough County Council 
(BCBC), waste contrac¬ 
tor May Gurney and eco- 
firm Living Fuels, used 
cooking oil is naturally 
settled and recovered 
into an environmentally 
friendly bioliquid, which 
is then used in Living 
Fuels’ renewable energy 
facilities to provide green 
electricity to the National 
Grid. 

Rob Murphy, Living 
Fuels’ Operations 

Director said of the 


scheme: “By recycling 
your used cooking oil at 
local household recy¬ 
cling sites, you are not 
only ridding yourselves 
of a sticky, messy waste 
but helping to lower the 
UK’s reliance on fossil 
fuel derived energy.” 

Since the installation 
of the tanks in 2010, res¬ 
idents have managed to 
collect enough used 
cooking oil to create 
power to brew almost 
three million cups of tea. 

Coun Phil White, cab¬ 
inet member for commu¬ 
nities at BCBC, said: 
“On behalf of the coun¬ 
cil, May Gurney and 
Living Fuels, I’d like to 
thank local residents for 
their efforts in helping us 
to make Bridgend 
County Borough a clean¬ 
er, greener place for peo¬ 
ple to live in, work in and 
visit.” 

Adam Jones, contract 
manager for May 
Gurney, added: “The 
waste cooking oil facili¬ 
ties are an important ele¬ 
ment in our joint efforts 
to offer householders in 
Bridgend County 

Borough opportunities 
for recycling a wide 
range of materials, and 
serve to demonstrate the 
many different ways in 
which ordinary house¬ 
hold waste can be recy¬ 
cled and reused.”

Man caught 
with drugs in 
night club 


STAFF at a Cardiff 
club discovered a 
man in possession 
of prohibited drugs 
when they went 
into a lavatory. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Ryan Ansell (21) 
of Jackson’s Quay, 

Barry, was jailed for a 
year, the sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months. 

Ansell had admitted 
possessing mephadrone 
with the intent to supply. 

Said Judge 

Christopher Llewellyn- 
Jones: “I have a suspi¬ 
cion you were dealing in 
drugs on a greater scale 
than what I have to sen¬ 
tence you for. I sentence 
you on the basis that you 
are a small-time dealer.” 

He said the courts 
crack down on people 
who supply drugs, for 
the simple reason they 
cause a lot of trouble. 

“Rest assured if you 
come back here again for 
dealing in drugs, a long 
sentence will follow. 

You are trying to better 
yourself, and that’s to 
your credit.” 

Prosecutor Geoffrey 
Jones said that in the 
early hours of November 
3 last year, staff at Club 
X, Charles Street, 

Cardiff, went into the 
lavatory where Ansell 
was acting suspiciously. 

He was found to have 
on him a quantity of 
mephadrone and £50 in 
cash. 


‘He was detained and 
handed over to the 
police.” 

Ansell indicated that 
he worked as a disc jock¬ 
ey in Cardiff and Bristol. 
On his mobile phone 
were many texts indicat¬ 
ing a background of 
drugs. 

When arrested, said 
Mr Jones, he lied to the 
police claiming the drugs 
were for personal use 
and the £50 was dole 
money. 

He later admitted he 
had been dealing for 
some months. 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharpe, said: “At night, 
he intended to sell four 
deals of the drug. What 
was seized was at the 
modest end of the scale. 

“He has experienced 
great shame in commit¬ 
ting the offence. 
Fortunately, he has a 
positive work ethic.” 

Mr Sharpe said his 
mother was enraged, dis¬ 
appointed and appalled 
at what he had done, and 
he had been severely 
reprimanded. 

“He no longer takes 
drugs,” said Mr Sharpe. 

Ansell was also made 
subject to a supervision 
order for 18 months, and 
ordered to carry out 100 
hours unpaid work, to 
attend a substance mis¬ 
use programme, and to 
pay costs of £750, plus a 
victim surcharge of

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‘Bedroom tax’ 
sparks debate 


A PLAID CYMRU 
councillor in the Vale 
has criticised the 
Westminster 
Government’s so- 
called ‘bedroom tax’, 
as figures show that a 
sizeable minority of 
households affected in 
the Vale include a dis¬ 
abled resident. 

Plaid Cymru Coun Ian 
Johnson told The GEM 
that of the 650 households 
affected by the bedroom 
tax in the Vale, 308 
include a recipient of the 
disability premium. 

Coun Johnson claimed 
the Coalition was being 
‘heartless’. 

He said: “These figures 
show up the bedroom tax 
for what it is - a smash 
and grab on some of the 
most vulnerable in society. 

“Conservatives and 
Liberal Democrats should 
be ashamed of themselves. 


“Our local MP is very 
keen to talk about the 
Welsh Government or the 
Vale Council, but not upon 
policies that he voted 
through at Wes tmin ster. 

“This is a heartless and 
impractical policy which 
will save little money but 
creates difficulties for 
fa mi lies who have little 
spare income to draw 
upon. 

“Nearly half of those 
affected in the Vale 
receive the disability pre- 
miu: £14 a week may not 
sound like much to some 
people, especially 

Conservative MPs, but 
£728 per year is a substan¬ 
tial amount extra to find. 

“Just where are these 
households going to find 
additional income to 
spend on this?” 

Some people argue that 
the “bedroom tax” is not a 
tax, but actually a welfare 


transfer. Those under¬ 
occupying council or 
social housing - in terms 
of the number of bed¬ 
rooms - don’t have to pay 
the state money, but 
receive a smaller handout 
from taxpayers. 

‘SELECTIVE’ 

Local MP Alun Caims 
said Coun Johnson’s fig¬ 
ures were “highly selec¬ 
tive,” and that he was fail¬ 
ing to take into considera¬ 
tion fami li es needing larg¬ 
er accommodation. 

He explained: “Welfare 
reform is always difficult 
and it is about making the 
system fairer to all con¬ 
cerned. 

“These figures are 
highly selective and we 
need to remember that that 
there are five times more 
people on the housing 
waiting list here in the 
Vale that could be helped 
to be housed under the

Bridgend MP 
MADELEINE MOON 
writes an exclusive 
column from 
Westminster 
for The GEM. 



T here are 
lots of con¬ 
cerns about 
lobbyists and their 
relationships with 
MPs, but I have 
never found people 
who lobby me have 
been inappropriate 
in their contact. 

Most have sought to 
share information in the 
hope that I will be inter¬ 
ested. I wish there was 
a filter system which 
would remove all of the 
emails I don’t want, but 
many contain very use¬ 
ful information which is 
pertinent to issues of the 
day. 

I thought I could give 
you some examples to 
show you the sort of 
information sent my 
way. A briefing from 
National Association of 
Probation Officers 
regarding the use of 
electronic tags gave facts 
and figures, which are 
helpful as we address 
proposed changes and 
privatisation of criminal 
justice. 

The briefing allows 
further exa mi nation of a 
subject through 
Parliamentary Questions 
and research from the 
House of Commons 
Library. 

At present, tagging 
orders last for six 
months, with up to 12 
hours home incarcera¬ 
tion per day. The coali¬ 
tion has increased the 
maximum length of the 
order to 12 months and 
increased the daily time 
on the tag to 16 hours, 
making it difficult to see 
how those tagged can 
either work or attend 
education. 

The Government has 
also announced that they 
wish to see individuals 
under surveillance, 


either with the tradition¬ 
al ankle bracelet or 
through GPS satellite 
tracking for 24 hours a 
day. 

It currently costs the 
taxpayer between £1,250 
for a 90 day tag, or 
£1,500 for 120 days and 
only about a third 
involve visits to the 
offender. 

The profit margins are 
very high. The annual 
revenue received by tag¬ 
ging companies current¬ 
ly exceeds £120 million 
and this seems set to rise 
to over £1 billion by 
2015, when the new 
scheme goes ahead. 

A parliamentary 
answer on May 14, 2012 
(Hansard 106513) 
showed that the total 
amount paid to two 
companies, excluding 
payments made by the 
UK Border Agency, for 
2011/12 was £54.6 mil¬ 
lion to Sercoo and a fur¬ 
ther £62.3 million for 
G4S. 

The number of per¬ 
sons starting electronic 
tagging in any one year 
grew from 37,920 in 
2002/3 to 115,870 in 
2010/11. The average 
number of days that each 
offender is electronically 
tagged has averaged 
from between 65 and 68 
for each of the last six 
years. 

The total number of 
days that individuals are 
electronically monitored 
per year has doubled 
from four million to 


nearly nine million over 
the past six year period 
(parliamentary answer 
14 May 2012 - Hansard 
column 18W). 

The Briefing high¬ 
lighted frustrations pro¬ 
bation staff and offend¬ 
ers have with tagging 
and the wider concerns 
for justice and the 
administration of court 
orders. 

The examples includ¬ 
ed; the long delays after 
orders were made or 
individuals released 
from prison before the 
tags were fitted. In some 
instances the tags were 
not fitted at all and 
delays varied between 
three or four days to 
seven weeks. 

Worryingly, there 
appeared to be confusion 
between probation and 
the private companies 
about who was responsi¬ 
ble for a breach of a tag¬ 
ging order. 

Most of this confusion 
occurred when the cur¬ 
few tag was not attached 
to a probation supervi¬ 
sion order. 

Probation officers 
found that the tagging 
system tended not to 
work in rural or isolated 
areas and the private 
companies had to moni¬ 
toring the offenders by 
driving between offend¬ 
ers homes to check 
where they were. The 
briefing claimed that 
companies reported 
often that the offenders 
were absent when they 
were in fact in their 
properties. My task is 
then to follow this up 
with conversations local¬ 
ly, extra research ahead 
of any debate. 

In contrast, a Stroke 
Association briefing 
brought a report on the 
emotional impact of 
stroke. The report called 
‘Feeling Overwhelmed’ 
highlighted how the 
emotional impact of a 


stroke can be just as 
devastating as the physi¬ 
cal. 

The findings are 
based on a survey of 
2,700 stroke survivors; 

59 per cent reported 
feeling depressed; 67 per 
cent reported experienc¬ 
ing anxiety as a direct 
result of their stroke. 53 
per cent had experienced 
difficulties in their per¬ 
sonal relationships; 42 
per cent said they felt 
abandoned after leaving 
hospital; 79 per cent said 
they had received no 
information or practical 
advice to help them cope 
with the emotional 
impact of stroke. 

The report called for 
greater recognition of 
psychological and emo¬ 
tional support being 
made available, and the 
emotional needs to car¬ 
ers to be given greater 
consideration. Health is 
devolved in Wales to the 
Assembly, but I forward¬ 
ed the report to a local 
consultant and asked if 
there is anything I can 
do to help improve serv¬ 
ices locally and will use 
it to ask questions of 
Heath ministers. 

In total contrast, a 
report from Warwick 
business school gave me 
insight into how the 
financial crisis had badly 
affected the car industry, 
which is looking to the 
emerging markets for 
future growth. Ford is 
closing its Australian 
manufacturing operation 
because production costs 
are high and in-country 
demand is falling. 

While cost and 
demand are important, 
so are the increasing 
skills and low wage 
costs of the emerging 
Far East economies as 
an attractive alternative 
to Australia. This has 
potential implications 
locally. There is no 
doubt in my mind that 
Ford will stay in 
Bridgend while we are 
part of the EU and their 
exports can access that 
wider market but what 
would happen if we left 
the EU is another issue. 
Again this is an issue I 
need to watch while also 
maintaining contact with 
Ford’s management. 

Each day I possibly 
receive up to 100 brief¬ 
ing documents, many are 
deleted especially if they 
seek to sell me products, 
some are for issues on 
which I have no engage¬ 
ment but many are filed 
in preparation for legis¬ 
lation coming before the 
Commons. Some are fol¬ 
lowed up with face to 
face meetings. 

With the hectic pace 
of Westminster, insight 
into the possible conse¬ 
quences of legislation is 
vital in giving a rounded 
view of the legislation 
before us. 

One change mooted 
this week is for post leg¬ 
islative scrutiny to see 
how effective legislation 
is at bringing the 
changes and improve¬ 
ments sought. 

I look forward to that.

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Fast, Furious - and 
ludicrously fun! 


T here is an 
unwritten 
rule that any 
film franchise 
which introduces 
Dwayne Johnson to 
the cast, improves 
said franchise by 87 
per cent. 

It worked for GI Joe , 
banishing memories of 
the atrocious first film, 
while his appearance as 
Luke Hobbs in Fast Five 
made that film, for my 
money, the best of the 
franchise. 

He returns in Fast & 
Furious 6, which sees 
him reunited with 
Dominic Toretto (Vin 
Diesel), Brian O’Conner 
(Paul Walker), and their 
crew, when they are 
forced to team up to take 
down mercenary Shaw 
(Luke Evans), a mission 
made more personal for 
the pair with the reap¬ 
pearance of Letty 
(Michelle Rodriguez) 
who is seemingly help¬ 
ing Shaw... 

The success of Fast 
Five in 2011 was a mas¬ 


sive surprise, delivering 
a nitro-boost to a fran¬ 
chise that was in danger 
of running out of petrol 
and being taken for 
scrap. 

The main reason for 
that was Dwayne 
Johnson, who really 
brought the film to life, 
making his return here a 
most welcome one; and 
while Fast & Furious 6 
sees Johnson take a less 
prominent role, it does¬ 
n’t affect the overall 
quality, delivering thrills, 
spills, clunky dialogue 
and even clunkier acting 
- but still hugely enter¬ 
taining. 

Six films in and the 
franchise has no interest 
in reinventing the wheel; 
instead it sticks resolute¬ 
ly to what has made it 
successful in the first 
place and amping up 
these elements. With 
director Justin Lin 
(departing after this 
instalment) and screen¬ 
writer Chris Morgan on 
their fourth Fast & 
Furious collaboration,

down to a fine art. 

For Morgan, it’s writ¬ 
ing dialogue that splut¬ 
ters like a G reg Skoda 
and a story that ticks the 
genre boxes with 
aplomb, but while it 
should be a source of 
criticism, somehow it 
fits perfectly within the 
tone of the genre. 

It’s a similar story 
with Lin’s direction, 
where subtlety is a 
naughty word and the 
more flesh, testosterone 
and vehicular carnage on 
show the better, but his 
direction plays up the 
conventions of what you 
would expect and never 
tries to be too clever. 

He is also capable of 
crafting an impressive 
set-piece, and this film 
has three of them; a car 
chase around the busy 
streets of London (seem¬ 
ingly seen through the 
eyes of Austin Powers), 
a tank chase that just 
keeps getting more out 
of control and a climax 
involving an airplane 


that caps the film off in 
high-octane style. There 
are also some hard-hit¬ 
ting fist fights, with top 
honours going to Gina 
Carano and Michelle 
Rodriguez’s tube station 
scrap that would make 
the strongest man flinch. 

What's less impres¬ 
sive is the acting, which 
has never been the fran¬ 
chise's strong point; Vin 
Diesel growls his way 
through it as you would 
expect, Paul Walker 
delivers his lines as if 
channeling a robot, and 
while Johnson is his 
usual charismatic self, 
the remainder of the cast 
won’t be troubling the 
end-of-year awards. 

But, to be fair, that 
isn’t the point of this 
film; the point of Fast & 
Furious 6 is to deliver 
wall-to-wall action, 
spectacle over substance, 
and it does that incredi¬ 
bly well, a unashamed 
genre film that delivers 
all you want. 

VERDICT: 

Ludicrous fun, Fast & 
Furious 6 makes no 
bones about doing what 
it does best, delivering 
action and spectacle with 
a knowing sense of reck¬ 
less abandon. The act¬ 
ing is weak, the script 
predictable, but Justin 
Lin’s epic direction 
makes this not just a 
worthwhile addition to 
the franchise, but also a 
grandiose blockbuster in 
its own right.

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CARDIFF CROWN COURT ROUND-UP by aj siluna 


Judge says man’s 
interest in 
computer images 
was ‘nauseating’ 


A 65-YEAR-OLD man has 
been sentenced to a three-year 
community order at Cardiff 
Crown Court, for having 
pornographic pictures of chil¬ 
dren on his computer. 

Alun Samuel, of Greenways, 
Porthcawl, was told by Judge Stephen 
Hopkins QC that his interest in such 
images was nothing less than “nauseat¬ 
ing”. 

Samuel had been convicted by Vale 
Magistrates of one charge of possess¬ 
ing indecent images of children, and 12 
of making indecent images of children. 

Prosecutor Martin Kelly said the 
offences came to light when officers 
from the South Wales Public 
Protection Unit seized the computer 
belonging to Samuel. 

There were 79 indecent images - 48 
at level one, three at level three, 28 at 
level four. The most serious level is 
five. 

Samuel was arrested and admitted 
accessing the indecent images. 

He said they had “popped up” and 
had become an obsession. 

“He expressed extreme remorse,” 
said Mr Kelly. 

Samuel’s counsel, Alex Greenwood, 
said: “He was full and frank at the ear¬ 
liest opportunity. He has lost his 
impeccable character and will have to 
live with this for the rest of his life.” 


He was contemplating moving from 
the area. 

Mr Greenwood said he was so 
shocked when the police arrived, he 
had to be taken to hospital and was 
receiving medication for a heart condi¬ 
tion. 

“He is under no illusion as to the 
seriousness of his position.” 

He said the utter humiliation of the 
case was a substantial punishment in 
itself. 

The Judge said hitherto Samuel had 
led a blameless life. 

The Judge said that as was his duty 
he saw some of the images and one 
involved a child of no more than four. 

“Any normal person would find 
these images distressing. Each sepa¬ 
rate photo is a separate victim.” 

He said people who viewed them 
perpetuated the trade of the damage 
caused to young people. 

Samuel was ordered to attend a sex 
offender programme course, and 
ordered to register as a sex offender for 
five years. 

He was also banned for life from 
working with children, and the Judge 
ordered the forfeiture and the destruc¬ 
tion of the computer. 

The Judge also ordered a pair of 
binoculars found in Samuel’s home be 
forfeited and destroyed. He was also 
ordered to pay £340 costs. 


Brothers sentenced 
for a ‘disgraceful 
incident’ of affray 


TWO brothers who 
took part in an 
affray in Barry 
were sentenced at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Robert Avient (22) of 
Miskin Street, Barry, was 
jailed for 10 months and 
his 24-year-old brother 
Michael Avient, was sen¬ 
tenced to eight months’ 
imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for a year and ordered 
to carry out 180 hours 
unpaid work. 

He was also made sub¬ 
ject to an electronically- 
tagged three-month cur¬ 
few from 6.30pm- 6am. 

Both men admitted a 
charge of affray. 


Robert Avient also 
admitted inflicting 
grievious bodily harm on 
Ceneyt Ulug and 
Michael Avient admitted 
causing actual bodily 
harm to Jamie Jones. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said the parties 
involved had exchanged 
words, after which there 
was a fight. 

The two victims were 
assaulted, one was hit 
over the head with a bot¬ 
tle. 

The brothers later sur¬ 
rendered themselves to 
the police, and blamed 
the injured party for what 
had happened. 

Mr Ulug had 12 stitch¬ 
es put in a head wound, 


and a number of teeth 
were chipped. Mr Jones 
suffered cuts and bruises. 

Robert Avient was 
said to have convictions 
for assaulting the police, 
and for a public order 
offence. 

His brother had no 
previous convictions. 

Claire Pickthall for 
Robert Avient, said 
something happened to 
make him to behave as 
inappropriately as he did. 

“It is something he bit¬ 
terly regrets. Such 
behaviour has affected 
the rest of his life. 

“He is not stupid, but 
understands the serious¬ 
ness of what has 
occurred. 

“He is utterly terrified 
of what might happen to 
him, and in front of me 
he broke down in tears.” 

Byron Broadstock for 
Michael Avient, said he 
had a clean record, his 
partner was expecting a 
child, and he was at a low 
risk of re-offending. 

“The offences were 
very much out of charac¬ 
ter. The injuries suffered 
by Mr Jones were 
minor.” 

Judge Niclas Parry 
said: “This was a dis¬ 
graceful incident of 
drunken violence involv¬ 
ing the use of a 
weapon.” 

Robert Avient, he said, 
over-reacted, struck his 
victim over the head with 
a bottle, which smashed.

Judge tells 
jealous lover 


Women sentenced 
for a series 


to ‘grow up’ of drug offences 


A JEALOUS lover 
who beat up a stu¬ 
dent has been sen¬ 
tenced to 12 months 
in a young offender 
institution, suspended 
for a year, and 
ordered to carry out 
200 hours unpaid 
work. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Callum Wingren 
(19), a £300-a-week 
scaffolder, of 
Shakespeare Avenue, 
Penarth, was told by 
Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones: “You 
need to grow up.” 

Wingren had been 
convicted by Cardiff 
Magistrates of inflicting 
grievious bodily harm 
and committed to the 
Crown Court for sen¬ 
tence. 

Prosecutor Geoffrey 
Jones said the teenage 
student travelled by train 
from Cadoxton to 
Bridgend College. A 
girl student, the girl¬ 
friend of the defendant, 
struck up a friendship 
with him. 

“A11 that occurred was 
occasional verbal flirt¬ 
ing.” 

Wingren sent him a 
text message saying: 
“Touch my girlfriend 
again, and I’ll kill you. 
I’ll find out where you 
live.” He also said he 
would “break his legs, 
stamp on his head and 
kill him”. 

In a premeditated 
attack, said Mr Jones, 
the defendant waited to 
confront him in a car 
park, punched him to the 
left side of his face, 
punched him in both 
eyes, picked him up and 
threw him on the bonnet 
of a car, while delivering 
15 blows. 

He picked up the 
injured man’s mobile 
phone and threw it away. 

The teenager was 
taken to the University 
Hospital of Wales with 
cuts and bruises, numb¬ 
ness to the face and a 
cheekbone fracture. 

In a victim impact 
statement, the injured 
person said he had to 
give up sport for three 
weeks, was on a restrict¬ 
ed diet and was fearful 
of going out. 

He no longer travels 
by train, and he said his 
friends and family 
thought he had changed. 

Mr Jones said he had 
also received coun¬ 
selling. 

“The attack has shat¬ 
tered his confidence and 
affected his personality,” 
said Mr Jones. 

Wingren claimed to 
the police that the youth 


had thrown the first 
punch. 

His solicitor, Aubrey 
Samson, said: “To say 
that he is deeply embar¬ 
rassed and remorseful is 
an understatement. 

“He believes the vic¬ 
tim’s friendship had 
gone too far, and he 
believed he could sort 
things out. If he could 
turn the clock back, he 
would. 

“He used only his 
fists, and no weapons. 

“He hopes to have a 
trial for Wales under-20 
rugby team. He works 
hard and plays hard. He 
has made one mistake, 
and will not make anoth¬ 
er one.” 

The Judge said he had 
no right whatsoever to 
beat up someone who 
talked to his girlfriend. 

The Judge added: 
“Keep your fists to your¬ 
self. What you did to 
that young man was 
unforgiveable.” 

He was ordered to pay 
the victim £1,250 com¬ 
pensation, costs of £750 
and a victim surcharge 
of £100. 

The Judge also made 
a restraining order pre¬ 
venting the defendant 
having contact with the 
victim for two years. 


TWO young women broke 
down in tears in the dock at 
Cardiff Crown Court while 
being sentenced for a series of 
drug offences. 

Samantha Herbert (21) of 
Mackworth Street, Bridgend, admitted 
supplying cannabis, and possessing 
drugs with intent to supply. She was 
made subject to a community order 
involving 150 hours unpaid work. 

Dionne Howe (20) of the same 
address, admitted to supplying 
cannabis, possessing drugs with intent 
to supply and offering to supply drugs. 

She was sentenced to eight months 
in a young offenders’ institution, sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, ordered to carry 
out 220 hours unpaid work and made 
subject to a supervision order for 18 
months. 

Judge Christopher Llewellyn-Jones 
said: “You are two young women who 
realise you have ended up in serious 
trouble. Distribution of drugs is 
regarded seriously by the court, and 
normally there is a sentence of impris¬ 
onment.” 

He said he wanted them to under¬ 
stand how close they had come to 
going to prison. But, he said, the 
defendants had pulled themselves 
together, and hopefully the matter 
would be put behind them. 

For many years, said the Judge, he 
had seen the destitution and terrible 
effects caused by drugs. 

Prosecutor Jeremy Jenkins said the 
offences came to light last July when 
police went to an address in 


Cowbridge Road, Bridgend. 

There they found scales and a quan¬ 
tity of the Class A drug MDMA. 

There was also a quantity of 
cannabis and cash of £200. 

Howe later admitted supplying 
cannabis to friends. She also said she 
used cannabis and on occasion Herbert 
had delivered it to her. 

The court heard she and Herbert had 
purchased MDMA for £200, and 
offered to supply it but not for gain. 

Mr Jenkins said it was difficult to 
separate the role of each defendant, but 
each played a significant part in its dis¬ 
tribution and sale. 

Meirion Davies, for Howe, said: 
“She is an intelligent woman who has 
had problems. She is in absolute terror 
of going into custody. 

“Luckily, she has pulled herself 
together and there is now a volte face. 
She is now of minimal risk of harm to 
the public because she has been pulled 
up short.” 

He said she worked in a manage¬ 
ment role and realised she had “made a 
complete ass of herself’. 

Dean Pullin, for Herbert, said she 
once worked for a law firm and pos¬ 
sessed many attractive qualities. 

“From the outset, there was com¬ 
plete co-operation. Hers was a lesser 
role, and she was mortified to find her¬ 
self before the court.” 

He described her as “bright, but 
criminally naive”. 

Mr Pullin said she had enough about 
her to move on.
